of the Canton Genova of October 12, 1946 confirming a Sarins Expul- 
sion decision, on the basis of the following ( findings of) foots i 

I. 

Oil an was bora at Riga as a Russian subject* He studied 
at Riga and St* Petersbourg# From 1914 to 1919 be was in tbs 
Russian Military Service# In 1920 be left Russia to go to Ger- 
many first, then, in 1926, to Paris* In France ho was active in 
financial affairs* He was expelled from Franco in 1926 because 
of n speculation against the French currency and against French 
oredit#* However, this order was not carried out and was revoked 
in 1934# In 1928, Olian was condemned by the French Courts to 
one month in prison with reprieve and 500 French francs fine 
for “violation of the monopoly of the telephone transmissions#* 

He actually had installed a radio transmitter to send quotations 
of the stack exchange* 



II* 

Olian entered Switzerland in 1939, provided with a consular 
visa permitting a short stay in Geneva# He tried at first to obtain 
a permit to stay, emphasising that he could go back to France 
at any time and that ha had the intention to return to France soon# 
It is true that later he declared in a statement whioh ho submitted 
to the Swiss Federal Police for Aliens in 1943, that he had soma 
to the daoision, since the outbreak: of the war, to stay in Switzer- 
land and for that reason he had caused his wife and daughter to 
come to Switzerland also . Thus Olian has concealed his true in- 
tentions at the beginning of hia stay in Switzerland to the Swiss 
Federal Police for Aliena# 



On January 23, 1940, the Swiss Federal Police for Aliena 
refused to consent to a permit to stay, proposed by the authorities 
of the Canton and instead ordered him ©xpelled giving him a period 
of grace for departure until February 9, 1940. This period was 
later extended, the last time £rcaa August 1, 1940 to August 30, 1940# 
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On September 17, 1940, the Federal Police for Aliens reversed this 
order and offend to give Olian a permit to stay for a short tine. 
However, Olian did not have the permission to undertake any 
profitable business activity whatever* 

The appellant was permitted to stay until March 3, 1943, 
upon perrits of stay of abort duration*, carrying the following 
notation* “Temporary Stay** Express prohibition against any pro- 
fitable activity whatever in Switserland*" 

On March 3, 1943, Olian became subject to the apeoial laws 
concerning emigrants according to the special order of the Swiss 
Federal Council of October 17, 1939, modifying the regulations of 
the Swiss Federal Police for Aliens* At that oocasion he was 
especially forbidden “to engage any profitable activities whatever 
or to accept any paid employment in Switzerland without the apeoial 
authorization of the Swiss Federal Police ior Aliens* Thus, he 
obtained his permit to stay under these reservations* 

III. 

On September 13, 1944, Olian as well as his wife were ex- 
pelled from Switzerland by a deoision of the Swiss Department of 
Justice and Police for an unlimited time for violating the prohi- 
bition to engage in any profitable activity. Olian appealed this 
deoision to the Council of the Canton of Geneva, the State Counoil 
rejected the appeal by order of Ootober 12, 1949, and confirmed the 
expelling order handed down by the lower agency* 

nr. 

In his appeal against the decision of the State Council, 

Olian presented the following arguments i The Canton of Geneva 
be not entitled to pronounce the expulsion, since the last authori- 
sation in this matter had been handed down by the Police Department 
for Aliens of the Canton of Basel-City* Moreover, the method used 
for this investigation have been faulty* Thus, Olian should not 
have been questioned by the oommisslon established by the laws of 
the Canton for such cases* The contracts concluded with the Swiss 
firms had bean legal* Besides, said transactions had been In the 
interest of Swiss firms sad consequently entirely in the Interest 
of the Swiss economy* Moreover, they had not violated in any respect 
the principles of Swiss neutrality* Furthermore, the Federal Police 
for At lone hod been put on notice of this activity by Olian himself 
in Mar oh 1943* In spite of that a permit to stay was accorded to him 
on April 2, 1943, valid until the end of September 1943; it is true 
that this permit admonished tho applicant to prepare his departure 
by that date. From then on Olian dia not engage in any lucrative 
activity any more, and he did not do so inspite of the fact that 
various Swiss business houses approached him* Moreover, Olian had 
not enganged in business relations with the purpose of making profit, 
but in order to facilitate taking up of his business affairs after 
war aad in order to prove hi* esteem in regard to Switzerland. 

Tho commissions which he was given had been relatively modest and had 
left him with but a minimum gain. la f a ot ,- it s hould h e cormriftra d. 
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In foot# It should be considered that he had to defray the expenses 
of the interna diaries as veil as the oosts caused by the transactions 
which were not successful. The petitioner denies haring tad any 
relations with the German authorities with the aid of which certain 
transactions had been successful* And eren if the Imres tigation of 
each case should lead to the conclusion that Olian wade a profit in 
his transactions and that this should be considered as an Illegal 
profitable activity, it should still be particularly emphasizod that 
it Is not in Switzerland 1 • interest to expel! him* Olian deolared 
himself willing to give -all necessary explanations and this to the 
authorities of the Canton of Geneva as well as to the Swiss Govern- 
ment and he helped to facilitate the Investigation In every way* 
Therefore# the expula loo was not justified end the decision conse- 
quently should be reversed# Hence, as for as the wife of the ‘petitioner 
1s ooncemed# no charge exists against her* She is rtatiess end 
should be in any case permitted to stay in Switzerland. Moreover the 
daughter of tta petitioner is married in Switzerland* 

V. 

the following is an excerpt from the official file of the 
Department t 

1* On December 23, 1943# Olian reoelved from the authorized 
department of the Canton 3sls le -City the permit to stay temporarily 
in Basle. This authorization was specially designated as temporary 
by the Swiss Federal Police for Aliens since Olian was not in possess- 
ion of the approbation provided by Artiole 18, paragraph 5 of the 
Federal Law of the 26th March 1931 on the stay and establishment of 
rosldsnoe by aliens# and article 18# paragraph 2# of the regulation 
under said law. of May 6, 1933* This approbation has not been aooorded 
up to this day* The last regular authorization under the Swiss Federal 
Law on stay and establishsunt of residence of aliens is therefore the 
one granted by the Canton of Geneva. 

2* In Spring 1944, the Chief of the Swiss Federal Department 
of Justice and Folioe ordered an investigation of the activities of 
Olian* The Federal authorities then contacted the author! ties of 
the Canton to clear up the situation* In August 1944# Olian was 
questioned by the police department and made his statements orally* 

On September 13# 1944# the expulsion was pronounced by the Canton# 
Geneva and on Ootober 12# 1945# the State Council of this Canton, 
after an additional Investigation# rejected the appeal and confirmed 
the first deoision* After a long and detailed invo a tigation the Swiss 
Office of Compensation furnished a report which came to the attention 
of the Swiss Federal Department of Justice and Police in Uay 1946. 

3. The investigation proved to be difficult* Toe appelant 
wanted to contest among other things the competence of certain agencies 
in ohargo of the proceedings* The bank accounts cf Olian were no 
longer in hia name since 1942, but under adopted names such an “SEDAP 0 
or "ERHST"* It was at that time that Olian waa put on the blaci list* 

: Olian alao made false declaration*. He declared, for example, during 
The oourso of the questioning that he esne to Srri.tEerl.and with tro 





millions "while at another tine ho said it wag only ona million franco . 

At another occasion he pretended not to have made any profit at all of 
a certain transaction* It was only after proof to the contrary was 
presented that he decided to admit that the profit was 150,000 francs. 

He also stated that he had not seen a oertain French agent since 1941. 
However, it oould be ascertained that he had financial affairs with said 
person in 1942 at Zurich. Moreover, these relationships served not only 
the purpose of administration of Olian 1 s fortune or the liquidation of 
old business affairs, but permitted him to start new trans actions • After 
various reports and s tatements by Glian himself, the correspondent in 
question did not enjoy a good reputation* 

4* Oil an visited frequently the bars and dancing places. There he 
made the acquaintance of a former secretary to the General Headquarters 
S*A* at Munich, who was married at 3asle • 01 lan himself procured a tele- 

phone conversation for her to another secretary at t^o above mentioned 
Headquarter^. He even paid for this telephone call himself which is 
allogei to have been only & conversation between friends, * no thing else. 
Moreover, he met In Switzerland the former lawyer of Marshall Goring and 
he had some business ''ns with hli# allegedly by request of a 

•wise firm. 

5* In the years of 1940 to 1942, 01 ism tried to free assets for 
various Swiss firms whloh were fro ton in other oountries and brought them 
Into Switzerland. Furthermore, he was successful to obtain permits for 
imports from France for several Swiss Comae roial Firms as well as transit 
permits through Prance to Spain. The sums which wars paid to him from 
these transactions In the form of o amiss ion* were partly very important* 

Thus, he received from a single firm for servloes rendered in 1940, 147,466*-* 
francs, for 1941, 100,000- — francs, and for 1942* 76,643.— francs* *iile 
from another transaction he reoeivad a commission of 99,943.90 francs. Ho 
pretends that of this amount there were only 14*000. — francs left to him 
and that the rest had to be paid for commissions and sub -commissions. 

In addition to the activities displayed in favor of the Swiss 
firms, the following is taken from the filet 

In 1941, Olian bought 63 tons of frosen meat of Hungarian origin 
from a Swiss firm at a price of 109,476.60 francs, proevnaably not soilobla 
in Swi tier land and shipped than to France. He effected this operation 
for his own account* 

Ao cording to a report considered probable by the Swiss Compensation 
Office, Olian had made an agreement with a Frenchman and a Swiss to procure 
several millions pesetas for German agents in Spain* It was agreed that 
Olian would reoelve 40^ of the profit* At the moment of the oo collision 
of the contract, it was not yet known for whioh purpose the Germans 
needed Pesetas, and it was only later that it was revealed that these amounts 
were destined for the purchase of airports . The transaction was not 
concluded and the other party had to pay a penalty of 125, OCX) francs, 

50,000 of whioh came to Olian.
